Claims 1-66 have been examined. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-66 are allowed. The closest prior arts Petering (US 2002/01 16313), Elderinq 
(USP 6,324,519), Patel (US 2004/0103024) and Angles (USP 5,933,811) do not teach 
"multicasting by a proxy ad request for offers using accepted ad spot availability 
information to at least two second parties, wherein the at least two second parties 
includes at least two ad networks that are different from the first party and the proxy".
